Mochel disappeared last July 17. after locking up 
the Sail Inn on Jefferson Boulevard Her skeletal 
remains were found in Clarksburg near a Sac 
ramento River levee Oct 3 


Authorities said there are physical similarities 
between between Sowers and Woch., Both women 


are about 5 - - inch tall, weigh around 100 

pounds, and ha seen haw

a motive or a link between the two ¢ ouples

Reports received by the Hornet that the Gallegos 
had been turned down for a loan at Avco Finanvial 
Services, where Sowers had worked up to the time of 
her disappearance, were unconfirmed 

The Gallegos have never applied for a loan here 
said Judy Hagan, manager of the branch where 
Sowers worked. “Those reports are completely 
untrue 

Although no one saw Miller and Sowers get into 
ihe Gallego s car. amember of Millers fraternity told 
police he saw them sitting in the back seat of the car

It took Stephen Bishop two years to fmtease his third album, Red 
Cab to Manhattan. Happily, the musical feast it provides is well worth 
the time he and its other chefs took to éreate it 

Bishop, who won the title “Best New Vocalist of 1977." made his 
debut into the recording industry that yéar with his first LP, Careless 
Featuring the hits “On and On" and “Sav@itfor a Rainy Day,” Careless 
went gold with more than a halt a milligh B@pies sold Bish, (1978), his 
second album, was also a notable eff6ft, but did not acquire the 
commercial success of its predecessor x 

Red Cab, like his past LP’s, reflects an introspective Bishop preoc- 
cupied with a recurringly unsatisfactory love life The 28 - year - old

Such rhythmical changes in Red Cab are abrupt rather than 
gradual Like the movements of a symphony, brief pauses indicate the 
commencement of new and often di.: .etrically opposed — pas- 
sages These radical changes seem somewhat artificial at first. but 
upon frequent listening become increasingly intriguing 

Asif writing such unique material isn't enough (Bishop wrote all the 
songs on Hed Cab except one, which he co-wrote) Bishop and his 
crew perform each piece with polish and style. In fact, they handle 
such a variety of styles so well that picking favorites is next to im- 
possible While the album focuses on medium rockers, balladic intros 
and easy listening tunes, it also takes excursions (however brief) into 
jazz, blues, country, new wave and even classical modes 

One particularly unforgettable and innovative (albeit slightly 
bizarre) piece Sex Kittens Go to College integrates more 
musical styles in 90 seconds than would seem humanly possible 
Opening with the classic melody line of “Ode to Joy” (from 
Beethoven's Symphony No 9in D Major) atopa percolating bass line 
the song then breaks into a raunchy rhythm and biues passage (with 
Eric Clapton on electric guitar) and ends witha lively country melody 
Amazingly enough. it works, and it works well 

Above all, of course, it is the outstanding craftsmanship which 
makes the colorfully integrated tapestry of Red Cab such a fine work 


of art Bishop, known for paying close attention to detail. ac 
complishes that feat with even more fervor and finesse than in the 
past 


Because most of the music on Red Cab does not have the 
immediate appeal of basic rock and roll, the album may never attain 
the commercial success Bishop began his career with. Those who are 
willing to take the time. however. might well appreciate Red Cab to 
Manhattan for the thoroughly delectable musical venture that it is

CSUS physical performance laboratory measures flab

Tucked away in the northwest corner of the CSUS North Gym is a 
room labeled “Human Performance Laboratory.” It is a laboratory for 
the testing of human function with experiments in the fields of 
physiology, kinesiology and motor learning. It is also a place where 
athletes, cops, lawmakers, private citizens and students come to be 
tested for physical fitness 

Dr. Irvine Faria, chairman of the physical education department 
has been the overseer of the Human Performance Laboratory (HPL) 
since it was established in 1969 

“The HPL is used mainly as an instructional lab for physical 
education majors,” comments Faria, “but the school of nursing often 
uses the lab, and students from the biomedical engineering and 
psychology departments use it too " 

Tests are often conducted in the HPL for pulmonary function, body 
fat (skin foid and underwater weighing), maximum oxygen capacity 
strength and flexibility 

Members of the CSUS gymnastics, wrestling, field hockey and ten 
mis teams regularly use the lab to measure conditioning 


‘The teams are usually tested in the beginning and in the middle of 
the season,” Faria said. “The coach can then determine early in the 
season that the athlete is this fit and nas this much fat and can project 
where the athlete should be in regard to conditioning by midseason.” 

“Training is much more scientific now,” comments Faria. “We 
know sO many new things today: how to become fit in less time, and 
more efficiently, and what kind of fitness you need for certain sports 
One reason why East Germany has been so successful in athletics is 
their scientific approach to training,” he adds 

In the past, the lab was used exclusively by CSUS students and 
staff, but now the general public can be tested for fitness. For $95 
Faria will conduct fitness testing and prescribe an excercise program 
tailored to the individual 

‘We get all kinds of people for testing,” Faria said. “Some are very 

sedentary, and others are very fit.’ Faria periodically tests California 
Highway Patrol officers considered to be high coronary risks 
individuals with high blood pressure and high blood fat levels Several 
State lawmakers have also been tested, and Faria is scheduled to testa 
national cycling champion 

Despite an increasing awareness of the lab through advertising and 
news media attention, the facility remains largely unknown

know if we did underwater weighing to determine percentage of body 
fat, and | said yes we do it. She said | was the 17th person she had 
called. She made 16 calls to physicians and hospitals and nobody 
knew who did this testing.” 

The two tests that draw the most attention are the underwater 
weighing and the treadmill. The treadmill and related equipment test 
aerobic fitness under stress by measuring the amount of oxy 
inhaled, carbon dioxide exhaled and the heart rate of the subject while 
walking or running on the treadmill. Increased workload stress can be 
added by either inclining or speeding up the treadmill. This is 
probably the most heavily used apparatus in the lab 

The underwater weighing, or fat tank, is used to determine an in- 
dividuals body fat percentage By weighing the subject in and out of 
the water and taking into consideration the height and age of the sub- 
ject, an accurate measure of the amount of body fat can be calculated. 

Ideally, men should have between 10 and 15 percent of their weight 
in fat, and women, about 15 to 26 percent 

Through the use of the Human Performance Laboratory a person 
can study the effects of physical activity on the body, whether a 
student doing research, an athlete in competitive sport, an individual 
with a high risk of heart attack or someone interested in obtaining a 
sensible exercise program
